management in the 
enterprise is shown by the increased 
capacity of the new plant, including 
larger buildings and heavier machinery. 
The buildings are constructed of gal¬ 
vanized iron and a repetition of the 
disaster is further guarded against by 
the removal of the pressure pump and 
fire fighting apparatus to a safe distance 
from the building. 

The main building is 100x44 feet, 
which gives considerable more floor 
space than the old building, which was 
90x32 feet. The engine room of the 
new plant is 30x36 feet and the ware¬ 
house, upon which work has just begun 
will be 100x30 feet. Power in the old 
plant was furnished by a ga.soline en¬ 
gine of comparatively small capacity. 
Power in the new plant is supplied by 
big steam engines. One of 95-horse 
power will run the presses and other 
machinery in the main building, and 
another 65-horse power automatic will 
run the 500-volt dynamo to furnish 
power for the collectors and lights. 

The manufacture of peat fuel at this 
plant is an interesting process. The 
peat is gathered by pneumatic collectors 
run by electric power. These collectors 
run on miniature electric railway tracks 
of which a half mile has already been 
constructed. The peat soil for a space 
of thirty feet on each side of the track 
is first plowed and harrowed and the 
collectors run back and forth over the 
tracks and pick up the peat through a 
15-inch suction pipe that sweeps the 
ground on the .same principle as a 
power street .weeper. A power fan on 
the collector then pulverizes the peat 
and it is carried to the dump cars 
coupled behind. 

The dump cars are unloaded into a 
hopper at the warehouse from where the 
pulverized peat is taken by conveyors 
to the main building. Here it is run 
through a huge driving cylinder run¬ 
ning nearly the entire length of the 
building. Both hot air and steam are 
used in this process and when the peat 
passes to the big presses to be made 
into briquettes ready for the market it 
contains 15 per cent moisture. When

mark as a prophet of his people and 
revivified the waiiiug interest in re¬ 
ligion by a renewal of the temperat- 
ment of the ancient Norse religion, 
which is the groundwork of the Danish 
nation. Such a revival of religious 
fervor arose as has never been known 
before or since in Denmark. What was 
the spirit which thus animated this re¬ 
newed fervor? 

The religion of the Norse is based on 
personal worship of men men greater 
than other men—men who were leaders 
of their people, men who had in them 
a larger measure of the real God in man 
than ordinary men have. 

Odin, the leader of their deities, was 
undoubtedly the chief who led them 
from the sun-parched plains of Central 
Asia over many countries, through 
many vicessitudes to their new home 
in northwestern Europe. 

This man towered iiigh above other 
men in physical stature and in strength, 
and in wisdom and nobility of charac¬ 
ter. So great was his desire for wisdom , 
that he gave one eye that he might at¬ 
tain it, and when he walked among j 
men he was recognized not only by his 
stature, but by his one eye. ( 

The gods were very near personally 
to men. They did not thunder their 
commands from high Olympus, but i 
personally appeared among men as 
their friends in war, in grief and in 
counsil. j 

Fearlessness of deatli goes hand in 
hand with ruggcdiiess of character. 
The very personal nearness of the gods 
made the fact of death less fearful for 
the gates of Valhalla stood wide open, 
and on the waters or in the flame the 
spirit of man returned to the gods who 
had previously sent it to this earth, and 
that gate of Valhalla was near at hand, 
not mysteriously far away. Reincar¬ 
nation, therefore, was necessarily a | 
part of their belief, as was pre-existence. 
The gods gave the spirit already ex¬ 
isting to the physical body and that 
spirit left the body to return to them to 
appear again at their pleasure. i 

In the far away Asia which their 
legends remembered a sun-parched, hot 
country, was their home. A tree was 
sufficient shelter, clothing was hardly 
necessary, and food to be had for the 
gathering.
